7, 2003. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as being 
anticipated by Martin, Jr.. Martin, Jr. show a mixing faucet 
where the lower part of casing 11 is read as a connection 
element, adaptor 50 is the insertion piece with seals 80, 37. 
Adaptor 50 is inserted in the longitudinal direction of the 
cartridge . 

Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but are not 
deemed to be persuasive. From column 3, line 22: 

A valve stem 18 extends upwardly from the cartridge valve 
10 and through the bonnet 15 for a connection with the 
handle 14. The valve stem 18 controls the usual movable 
ceramic disk 43 with water passage 48 for movement over a 
stationary disk 40 as seen in FIG. 2 for control of water 
from inlets 46 and 47 of disk 40 (See FIGS. 7 and 8) to 
outlet 41 in a customary manner.
